CHICAGO BANKER ARE 


STARTED. 


EVIDENCE DECLARED 


TO BE INSUFFICIENT 


Judge 
Anderson 
Makes Declaration 


That Defendant Tried to Serve Two 
Master*—Court Asked to Initruct 
Jury to Decide "Not Guilty." 


Chicago, Dec. 27.—Efforts to bring 


the trial of John R. Walsh to an Im-' 
mediate close were made Thursday. 
As soon as court reconvened tho Jury 
was sent out of tho room and Attorney 
John S. Miller Informed Judge A. 13. 
Anderson that he would move to strike 
from tho record certain evidence Intro- 
duced 
by the 
government, which 


rested Tuesday. Next ho asked the 
court to Instruct the jury at once to 
bring In a verdict of not guilty on tho 
ground that tho government has failed 
absolutely to make out a case. 


Attorney Miller addressed himself 


first to his motion to expunge portions 
of the government's testimony against 
the former president of the Chicago 
NaUonnl bank. 


Argues Insufficiency. 


Taking up such of tho 200 counts In 


tho Indictment which nro combined 
under tho general heading of class F. 
Attorney Miller argued their Insuffi- 
ciency. He made that objection to all 
of the F counts, he wild, and especially 
to F count No. 1C. 


These F counts were neither fjood In 


law nor were they H[ieclllc onougli, At- 
torney Miller declared, and then he 
turned to his motion for Immediate 
dismissal of the case. 


During his argument upon this mo- 


tion Judge Anderson mado tho state- 
ment: 


"The evidence In this case tends to 


show that the defendant was trying to 
serve two masters, which Is dlfllculi If 
not impossible," 


"lint not criminal," added Attorney 


Mlllor. 


Wants Sheets Excluded. 


One of the points which tho defense 


wishes excluded was tho final testi- 
mony of Witness A. F. Williams, rela- 
tive to tho balance sheets In tho an- 
nual report of the Illinois Southern 
and tho 
Southern Indiana 
Railway 


companies, of which ho was auditor. 
Tho witness testified to the omission 
ol certain Items on the books of tho 
road from the balance sheets In the 
annual report. 
Attorney Miller said 


n feeble but Ineffectual attempt was 
made to connect this testimony with 
Mr. Walsh. 
"It was not proved, 
1 


therefore move Its exclusion for want 
of connection," ho said. 


Other points of testimony relative to 


different 
counts of tho 
indictment 


were then taken up by counsel. 


Object on New Ground. 


"If there Is a rule of law that a 


count 
must set forth the 
circum- 


stances surrounding n misapplication 
charged 
and also Uje amounts 
In- 


volved, then these F counts are insuf- 
ficient," 
declared 
Attorney Miller. 


"There Is another objection on tho 
ground of 
variance. 
Tho 
evidence 


doesn't show a misapplication of tho 
funds of tho bank. 
If Mr. Walsh's ac- 


count In tho bunk was a good and 
valid account, then transactions of his, 
transferring the credit of his account 
to the account of another corporation, 
are also good and valid. Yet the charge 
Is that bo transferred the moneys 
of tho bunks over to another corpora- 
tion." 


"Funds" or "Moneys" Involved. 
"Mere Is an' Indictment," began 


Judge Anderson, "with charges that 
the defendant willfully misapplied cer- 
tain funds of tlit! Chicago 
National 


bank by paying and turning them over 
to the Southern Indiana Railway com- 
pany and that this was done, not for 
any use or advantage of tho said bank- 
ing association." 


"The Indictment In these F counts 


does not say 'funds,' but tho word 
'moneys,' which Is different." Intor- 
rupted Attorney Miller. "That Is cor- 
rect," said the, court. 


"When tho objections to tho counts 


wero first raised at the beginning of 
tho trial, I asked.tho prosecution what 
It Intended to prove and I was told 
that proof would ho offered that the 
defendant 'boldly' took tho moneys of 
tho bank and paid them over to the 
railway company. 
I understood from 


tlio use of the word 'boldly' that the 
prosecution meant evidence would be 
Introduced to show that tho defendant 
'boldly' and 
phlslcally 
took 
these 


moneys and turned them over to the 
railway company. 
Now. tho govern- 


ment has Introduced evidence tending 
to show that Instead of 'boldly' and 
physically talcing tbesn moneys, he, 
being the president and active man- 
ager of the bank, accomplished that 
effect by first creating nn apparent 
credit on tho books of tho bank, by 
then transferring that credit to tho 
credit of the railway company and 
then that tho railway company drew 
that money out of the bunk."

Mr. Llttlcion went back 
to hla old corner of Texan, and mot 
the railroad foreman who had sketched 
out for him the brilliant future of a 
freight conductor. 


Part of Ambition Realized.

Worked and Studied Law. 


Dependent on Ills own efforts after 


his father moved back to Tennessee 
he did odd Job* about 
\Venthcrford 


fur a time and then, for 
want 
of 


something to do. obtained a job as 
tracliwalkei 
It wasn't the sort of 


work he preferred, but he wasn't par- 
ticular and he stuck to It for several 
months. 
It was during this servitude 


that ambition to become a 
lawyer 


seized him. 
Ills ready wit and his 


ability to say things better than the 
other men on the road caused some 
oT his associates to .suggest the law 
to him. 


While he 
was using 
up 
tallow 


caudles In his attacks upon Itlackstono 
he realized that It might be helpful to 
him If he had a short term of school- 
ing In the rudiments. He had never 
been Inside a schoolhouse, although 
he had received HOIIIO Instruction at 
home and had picked up a good bit 
of Information on general topics. To 
carry out his plan ho went to Spring- 
town, and there for eight months ho 
did chores and farm work and studied 
with an old Gorman who numbered 
among his pupils the children of most 
of the aristocrats of Parker county. 


Entered Attorney's Office. 


In 
the 
eight 
months 
Littleton 


learned as much an he foil wag nocos- 


suavity of manner that distinguished 
him proved to be one of his chief oa- 
acts, and tho quick wit which given 
him advantage over his opponents at 
the present tltno aided him then In de- 
feating his older adversaries. 
Two 


years In Woathorford put him nt tho 
head of tho profession there, despite 
the fact that ho was still a beardless 
youth who had cast but one vote. 


Bright Career In Dallas, 


Dallas was the scene of his next en- 


deavors. 
Ho wau unheralded, but It 


was only n short time before he bo- 
cniilo recognized as a lawyer of 'ability 
and boundless ambition. In two years 
he became assistant district attorney, 
and In that capacity ho made a reputa- 
tion as a prosecutor which extended 
pretty well all over Texas, 
Ills grasp 


of criminal law was described as re- 
markable and his handling of a Jury 
was said to bo little short of mar- 
velous. There was Just enough of tho 
old southern lire In his oratory to 
make juries bow before him. 


During his career In Dallas he was 


constantly fondling his ambition to 
come to Now York. 
He had never 


been oa«t of tho Texas lino since his 
father had moved over from Tennes- 
see, and he had never mot more than 
a half dozen men from the metropolis, 
Hut he had read of It and dreamed of 
It and ho was determined to make a 
clean jump across tho continent as 
soon ns he 
could scrape 
together 


enough money to pay tho expenses of 
himself and—of Mru. Littleton. 


Winning a Wife. 


There wasn't any :\rra. Littleton at 


that time, but ho was determined there 
should be. U has been said that the 
greatest oratorical ofort of his life 
was that put forth when he Induced 
his wife to marry him, give up her lux- 
urious homo In Texi's, and come to 
New York with him. He had made a 
splendid success as n lawyer, but had 
little money; he had no friends In New 
York, and not even a suggestion that 
he might obtain work. Mr, and Mrs. 
Littleton, nevertheless, OU(]0 Kood-byo 
to Dallas In 1S!Hi and 11 short time 
later 
arrived In the city, which tho 


youthful bridegroom—ho was then but 
24 years old—had dreamed of conquer- 
ing. 


Tho young lawyer, despite his Texas 


laurels, did not make the strides hero 
ho hud made In tho southwest, btit he 
was neither surprised 
nor dlspap- 


pointed. 
He sought work In the of- 


tlces of various lawyers and finally ob- 
tained a position with the firm of 
Peck & Field. Later he found a place 
with Sheelmn & Collins. Still later ho 
became 
attorney for tho 
Hrooklyn 


Heights Railway company, and It was 
while there that his star began to 
rise. 
He attracted attention In tho 


trial courts and was regarded as a 
"comer" In criminal law. 


In 1899 ho wau mndo an assistant 


man ot hut 28 ymrs—created & sons*- 
tlon from the start. 
It U do exag- 


geration to say that he really elec- 
trified tho audience. His speech was 
short, clear and to the point, and his 
eloquence stirred the crowd to storms 
of applause, 
Instead of leaving the 


hull .everyone stayed and still others 
Jammed their way in. 


Littleton became known outside of 


Drooklyn after that. It was that effort, 
In fact, which led to his selection ns 
tho man to nominate Alton n, Parker 
for the presidency at tho St. Louis 
convention of 1904. William F. Shee- 
han 
heard his Academy of 
Muslo 


speech, and In looking for some one 
to make tho supreme effort at tho St. 
Louis convention ho suggested Little- 
ton. 


Studied Address Carefully. 


It Is not necessary to recall tho sen- 


sation caused by Mr. Littleton's speech 
in St. Louis, but It Is Interesting to 
recall the preparation made for tho 
address. 
Unlike most orators, Mr. 


Littleton does not profess to bo an 
Impromptu speaker. He can make an 
Impromptu speech, but he never does 
so If he can help It, Ho prepares his 
sentences with great care and then 
commits them to memory. In fact, he 
does not have to put forth any effort 
to memorize them.

around Holy Cross bay and tho Gulf 
of Anadir and tho Sea of Oktohotsk 
to Vladivostok, the eastern terminus 
of the Trans-Siberian railway. 


From Vladivostok the line of tho 


Trans-Siberian railroad would bo fol- 
lowed, ns being of the least resistance, 
through Irkutsk to Moscow, a dlstanca 
of 4,1:00 miles; thence to Berlin, over 
tho same route as the Peking-Paris 
race, a distance of 1.025 miles, and to 
PnrlB, 500 miles, making the total for 
the distance measured In air lines on 
the atlas l.',l!)5 miles, although by tho 
roundabout ways the machines 
will 


have to tako In many places the dis- 
tance traveled will probably 
reach 


18,000 or 20,000 miles. This may look 
easy to the uninitiated: whllo thero 
are others who deem the trip utterly 
Impracticable.

Undnr this heading wo usually find 


everything pertaining to mental pho- 
nfimena, as thouKh telepathy account- 
ed for every phaso of tho mysterious 
workings of tho mind. I doslro, there- 
fore, at tho very outset to disabuse 
the mind of thin error. Correct ter- 
minology Is essential to a thorough 
understanding and a thorough under- 
standing depends very largely upon 
correct terminology. 


Telepathy, 
telegraphy,

transference, mind reading, and mus- 
cle reading are not Interchangeable 
terms, hence tho need of a proper spo- 
clflcatlou. 


"Telepathy," wo are told, "Is tho 


sympathetic affection of ono mind by 
tho thoughts, feelings or emotions of 
another at a distance, without com- 
munication 
through 
the 
ordinary 


channels of sensation." 


This Is proof, therefore, that 
the 


communications are, or, at least, may 
bo Involltlonal. 
The word "distance" 


may bo misleading. Telepathic com- 
munications tako place between per- 
sons In the same city, or the samo 
house, or. In fact, In tho same room, 
as well as between persons In dis- 
tant cities; yet equally as well be- 
tween persons a thousand miles apart 
as between those In each other's pres- 
ence. 


When wo speak of theso things be- 


ing 
dono 
"without 
communication 


through tho ordinary channels," It Is 
necessary that wo rocogntzo man In 
his dual nature, especially 
what 
Is 


known as tho duality of mind. 
This 


term is also misleading. 
Instead of 


duality of mind—two phases of 
ono 


mind — wo 
should 
consider 
dual 


minds; I. o., two separate and dis- 
tinct minds. 


I bhall 
UHO tho terms "objective" 


and 
"subjective." 
Tho 
objective 


mind is tho function of tho brain. 
It Is the every-day business mind; 
tho mind that operates through tho 
llvo physical souses, 
It comes with 


the body, develops with tho 
body, 


dies with (ho body, and depends upon 
the body for Its existence. 
It con- 


trols all voluntary motion. 


Tho 
subjective 
mind (tho soul 


mind) Is a distinct entity. It controls 
nil of the silent, Involuntary and VCR- 
utatlvo functions. 
It does 
not 
de- 


pend upon tho body for Its existence. 


This brief analysis will sulllce for 


Mio subject In hand. 
Tho 
various 


functions of tho two minds will re- 
ceive full treatment under tho sub- 
ject of psychology. 


"Telepathy," as I understand It, Is. 


communication 
between 
subjective 


minds without objective 
conscious- 


noun. 
This may tako place during 


sleep, or when awake. 
In fact, this 


goes on continuously all over 
tho 


world, and all through the universe; 
but sclcnco has not fully declared Its 
dictum In recognition of this fact, In 
consequence of which tho skeptics bo- 
stow a umtlo of pity upon anyone who 
Is BO credulous as to bcllovo In tol- 
opathlc communication. 
How to Communcato Telepathlcally. 


Although communications aro con- 


stantly taking placo without objective 
consciousness, It does not follow that 
ono may not direct his messages at 
will. 
This Is especially applicable 


to what Is known as "absent treat- 
ment," which, by tho way, has 
suffered 


much at tho hands of pretenders as 
well as at tho hands of those who, 
having tho knowledge, misused and 
overused It through mercenary 
mo- 


lives. 


If you deslro to aid one—mentally, 


morally or physically—at homo or at 
a 
distance, you may readily do so 


after you retire. 


When tho objective mind Is asleep 


or Is In abeyance, tho subjective mind 
(which never sloops) Is tho more ac- 
tive. 
Therefore, Just before dropping 


asleep hold tho thought of helpfulness 
on and for tho ono whom you wish 
to bcncflt. 


What takes placo? Your messages 


are received by tho non-slooplng mind 
(tho 
subjective) of tho ono to whom 


they nro sent. 
It Is not as a mes- 


sage coming from you direct, but In- 
directly, I. o., tho recipient, during 
his waking hours, will bo impressed to 
follow 
an 
Impulse 
coining 
from 


ho knows not whero; an impulse that 
will bo wholly tho result of your de- 
elro; an Impulse to spur himself on to 
higher alms, greater ambition and tho 
exchange of hope and courage to dis- 
place fear and discouragement; an 
Impulse to lay liold of every hygienic 
measure for tho restoration of health; 
la other words, whatever you dcslro 
for him, ho will deslro for himself, If 
you hold 
tho 
thought 
sufficiently 


strong for him to got It subjectively. 


A word of caution. 
To secure .the 


best results It Is neither necessary 
or wise to Inform tho person of your 
Intentions, unleos you aro assured 
that ho or she la in full sympathy with 
your undertaking; otherwise you will 
bo obliged to work against possible 
prejudice and preconceived ideas. 


While thoro Is almost unlimited 


power In tho projected thought of a 
trained mind, I must admit that much 
of tho so-called absent treatment re- 
solves itself Into solf-trontmont, as In 
thousands of cases no thought what- 
ever Is projected at tho tlmo of treat- 
ment. 


Mental Telegraphy. 


"Mental telegraphy" and "telepathy" 


aro not to bo confounded. "Mental tel- 
egraphy" as distinguished from "tele- 
pathy" Is wholly volitional 
and re- 


quires the concentration of tho objec- 
tive mind on tho message to bo com- 
municated. TlUs may bo dono at any: 


time, therefore It la not dependent 
upon the sloop condition. 


While wo cannot hu*'o "montal tel- 


ocrnphy" without "telepathy," wo can 
and 
do have "telepathy" without 


"mental telegraphy." 


For those who ask derisively (as If 


derision settled tho question): How 
can mind Influence mind at 
a 
dis- 


tance?—thoro 
Is, for sufficient an- 


swer, tho counter-question: How can 
mutter Influence matter at a distance? 
It should bo remembered that thought 
recognizes no limitations of time or 
space.

ciety of London, England, after

'Men- 
tal telegraphy Is a faculty long since 
stunted through disuse, or

Previously 
to 
giving 
you 
the 


modUB-opornndl for 
sending mental 


telegrams, I deslro to call your atten- 
tion to tho fact that faith in ultimate 
results of tho experiments Is an Im- 
portant aid to success. 


Notwithstanding 
tho 
numerous, 


well authenticated cases on record, 
there aro many persons still disin- 
clined to believe in tho possibilities 
of "mental telegraphy." 
Tho sarao 


was true of tho Morso telegraph, the 
Hell telephone, tho Marconi wireless, 
and many other Inventions,' 


Tho people of India have good rea- 


son to believe In telepathic commu- 
nications in tho form of "mental tel- 
egraphy," because for hundreds of 
years It lias been to them an estab- 
lished fact, 
Tho. English had posi- 


tive proof of tho existence of "men- 
tal telegraphy" during tho Afghani- 
stan war.

when your message has risen nbovo 
tho threshold of consciousness 
and

the ono to whom It has been sent, 
your subjective mind at onco notifies 
you by relieving your objective mind 
of further concentration. 


By concentration I do not mean 


that oxtromo mental effort so often 
employed, but, Instead, a quiescent 
concentration.

Harmony, then. Is tho first condi- 


tion of response In all mental commu- 
nications; tho subject and tho opera- 
tor being in accord. 
This Is neces- 


sary In order to admit of reciprocal 
vibration and thus secure tho best 
results, Then follow, as essential ele- 
ments of success, concentration and 
confidence 


Those who aro naturally sensitive 


and negative will llnd It easier to get 
Into tho passive attitude for receiv- 
ing. 
Those who aro posttlvo mako 


tho best transmitters. 
Many persons 


will find It difficult to eliminate tho 
element of doubt. 
It Is customary to 


discredit and doubt everything until. 
It has become an actual experience In 
life.

George W. Hancock, of Farragut Boat" 


Club of Chicago, Given Credit for 
Pastime Which Now Interests Thou- 
sands—Rules Very Similar to Those 
of Outdoor Sport. 


Tho gamo of Indoor baseball was 


Invented as If by accident, on Thanks- 
giving day In 1887. 


Tho members of the Farragul Boat 


club, 
of 
Chicago, 
were 
lounging 


around, with nothing particular to do, 
when ono of them picked up nn old 
boxing glovn and sta.'ted to sling It 
around. Ono of tho boys picked up a 
broomstick and started to bat the 
glovo around. 
It proved to be Brent 


fun, and at Its conclusion George W. 
Hancock said: 


"Boys. I believe thla game can be 


turned Into baseball." All tho "boys" 
wero of the same opinion, and Mr. 
Hancock told them that If they would 
bo down tho following Saturday night 
ho would havo somo rules and a bat 
and ball suited for tho game. 
Tho 


following Saturday two teams were 
chosen and tho contest was ono of 
the most amusing exhibitions 
over 


seen. 


From this beginning the game has 


grown until now It furnishes enter- 
tainment for thousands. 


Indoor baseball has developed from 


a fad to a well-balanced sport. It 1» 
suitable to girls an well as men and 
boys, and many girls havo become pro- 
ficient at tho fjamo.

In case the hall is too small 
for 35-foot linos, tho diamond Is re- 
duced to 27 feet, while the pitcher l» 
within 22 feet of tho batter. 


Tho pitcher's box Is 7x3 feet. 
The* 


bases aro made of sacks filled with 
sand and nro \\h feet square. 
Tho 


homo plate Is made of rubber and Is 
one foot square. Tho batsman's box. 
one on each side of tho plate, must 
bo 4x3 feet. 


Tho number of players used IB nine, 


tho same as In baseball. There Is no 
center fielder, but two shortstops aro 
used. Tho shortstops aro placed ono 
on each sldo of tho batter, about five 
feet from tho plate. 


Tho bat and ball aro different than 


those used outdoors. 
Tho bat Is 2% 


feet long and 1% Inches In diameter. 
Tho ball Is not less thun 
lfi% 
or 


moro than 17',i Inches In circumfer- 
ence, and weighing not less than eight 
or more than 874 ounces, 


A man Is not allowed to steal a 


base until tho catcher has caught tho 
ball. If a man Is hit by a batted ball 
while on base he Is not out. If he Is 
hit whllo running between tho bases 
ho Is out.
